ORCHARD WORK FOR WINTER. 


Ol; Oat the Dead and Dylnff Trees and 


Trim nod Oreas Up the Othero. 


Dig out dead and dying apple tioos 


and all others which, this season, have 
proved worthless, and cait them into 
tho stove for fire-wood. They will 
make pretty good stove-woodj for they 
aro already, many of them, quite well 
seasoned, and the brushy tops, cut into 
proper lengths, will be excellent for 
starting a quick flro next summer. I 
have a cord of this now, and enough 
brush remaining to make a oord more. 
Out with them. Now is the time to do 
this work; and it is the most necessary 
work to be done on the farm, after 
corn gathering is over and the stock 
well sheltered. Besides, it pays as it 
goes; as the wood to keep tho tires 
going has to be procured at any rate. 
T&ke them up by the roots; large trees 
can thus be got out at a cost of about 
a dime each for labor. But let the 
holo remain open till spring—then fill 
up. 
If other trees are to be planted, 


it will ba best to select a separate piece 
of ground—and a young orchard of a 
more or less variety of trees ought 
alwas; to be in progress. 
However, il 


othni" "round is not to be had, it mav 
anovv.-i to plant young trees in the oM 
orclu.id, using intermediate spaces for 
tho purpose. But the old orchard cau 
bo better utilized by being set to straw- 
berrits and raspberries or blackberries 
In no cose ought a young tree to be set 
where an old one has been grubbed up. 


And while wo are about it, it will be 


well to renovate tho old orchard. Trim 
aud dress up the remaining tree', 
This winter weather, when it is not 
too cold, is aa good a time a= any to do 
It in. Cut off all water-sprouts, and 
till dead and decaying branches ncd 
oil knotty and gnarly ones, that are in 
the way of each other, tiaing any com- 
mon paint, put on with a bru=h, for 
covering tho wounds. This puiiit is 
handy, uasily put on, ami *? thought 
bv many to bo better than gum shellac, 
or other impervious compound 
A 


good dressing for the soil beneath, 
which almost all 1'arms produce, would 
by a w bwlbarrow load of hay manure 
to each tree, spread well over the f-Ur- 
face. B'lruuiul manure is aleo good. 
Aud it'honld ba remembered that all 
okl orchauls uei.-J a dressing of ashes 
or hmo, or both. 
FarmeiV 
vrlves 


should not wavto their ashes in soap- 
making; the raw material is worth 
moru for the orchard. Coal ashei are 
of loss value, but are useful, and^houl'd 
be applied s\hpn attainable. Now, in 
the winter months—the c.irlipr the bct- 
tci-—is tho time for tlie orchard work' 
Spring Is too late. Besides, the wpather, 
rains, or the hurry of work will piT- 
vent setting a-bout it, and another sea- 
son of poor or scabby fruit, sickly trees, 
and sickening owners, will be the re- 
Milt.

Mayor Chambers, who ia constantly 


looking after the best interests ot the city, 
is in correspondence with the Oliver 
Brothers, the noted and wealthy manu- 
facturers ot chilled plows and other im- 
plements at South Bend, Ind, This com- 
pany i« looking for another point to locate 
their extensive manufacturing business, 
and the Mayor invited the Oliver Bros, to 
pay Decatur a visit, at the same time 
pointing out the advantages ot this city 
as a distributiug point. The proposed 
change involves an expenditure et $600,- 
000. The works employ between 900 and 
1,000 men, and the pay roll is now about 
$40,000 a month. The company has been 
having irouble with strikers and the so- 
cialistic clement at South Bend, and they 
have resolved to leave the place, and will 
select a point where they will avoid fur- 
ther trouble. They desiro to make the 
change not Inter than June next The 
location of such a gigantic industry in 
Deoatnr would make a huge business 
boom for onr city, and it is to be hoped 
that the Mayor will receive a favorable 
answer from the company. The works 
would furnish steady and remunerative 
employment to all our idle laboring men, 
besides increasing onr population several 
hundred at once.

"COWCUMBER." 


Somathtne Aboot the ProDunclatlon ol 


th« Name of a Popular Vegetable. 


Although it may b» doubted whethei 


"fifty years ago the fashionable pro- 
nunciation of the word was wiuoum- 
ber," yet the statement that it "was 
ever written otherwise than cucumber, 
at least by persons of any education," 
was certainly In error. In old diction- 
aries, as a rule, the latter word ia the 
word used; in Barrett'a "Alveari*" 
(1680) it appears as "a ouonmer." The 
oow prefix is deemed a vulgarism at the 
present day, and was considered so 
even in the Seventeenth century by 
some; for we read In Westmaoot'a 
"Scripture Herbal" (1696), "Cucum- 
bers, or cowcumbers, as the vulgar stile 
them," (p. 110.) 
Notwithstanding this 


assertion, the "vulgar" term found 
general acceptance in a large section 
of th« community, if we may judge 
from the following extracts from the 
-works of the Seventeenth anf'^i«ht- 
eenth centuries. Withal's • "Lime Dic- 
tionaries for Children" (1608), contains 
"a garden of cowcummers." We find 
cowcumber In the "Gazophylacium 
Anglioanum" (1689), and cowcumber 
or cucumber in "A New English Dic- 
tionary," by J. K(ersey) (1702). In 
"Praxis Medicine" (1632 and 1639), 
written by that famous and worthy phy- 
sician, Walter Bruel, I have counted 
fourteen examples of the word cowcum- 
ber, The former I have met with in 
other medical works of the same period. 
At page 47 of Westmaoot's work is the 
line '-Cucumbers or mutton cumbers."
